And it being evident to all Men, that is 
Forces with which the Crown of France has 
diſturbed Europe, have been furniſhd and ſup- 
ply'd by the ih reat Treaſures it draws, and has 
drawn from the Speniſh Dominions in the I- 
lies, by the — Introduction of their 
Commodities, and their Trade in thoſe Coun- 
tries; and there being likewiſe no doubt to be 
made, but that the Excluſion of the French 
from that Trade is not of leſs Conſequence and 
Convenience to the Crowns that now treat, 
than that the Subjects of Great Britain and 
N ſhould enjoy it: 

It is hereby agreed, ſettled, and concluded, 
| between the molt Serene Queen of Great Bri- 
tain and the King of Spain, for themſelves and 
all the Kings their Succeſſors, That from this 
time forward for ever all French Men, being 
Subjects of Fance, ſhall be intirely excluded, as 
well out of the above-mentiond Company of 
Commerce, as out of all other kind of Trade 
with the Dominions of his Catholick Majeſty 
in the Indies, which they ſhall not be allow'd 
to manage either dect or indirectly, either 
in their own names or thoſe of others: The 
above-mention'd-the moſt Serene the Queen of 
Great Britain and the King of Spain bl ng 
themſelves, and all the Kings their Saber ns;

Subjects of France out of the aboye-mention'd 
Company, and out of any kind of Trade to 
the Dominions of his Catholick Majeſty in the 
Indies.
